There  are  8O9  houses  in  your  district  and  of  these  8  houses  only  ore 
without  supply  of  water  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board’s  Mains* 


All  but  117  houses,  which  are  a  long  distance  from  the  Sewers,  are 
connected  to  Sewerage  System. 

There  are  8 67  Water  Closets,  52  Pail  Closets  and  17  privies. 

There  are  19  houses  awaiting  conversions  and  90  further  houses 
could  be  converted  upon  extension  of  sewers.  Plans  for  Sewage 
Works  for  the  Park  L&ne  District  have  been  prepared,. 


House  Refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  the  Council  Lorry,  a  Ford  3  ton 
Refuse  Collection  vehicle  and  the  Refuse  is  tipped  on  the  controlled 
System  on  to  low  lying  ground.  Pail  CTioset  contents  are  put  on  the 
tip  and  covered  by  the  House  Refuse. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  shops  and  business  premises  for 
collection  of  trade  refuse  on  payment. 
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SANITARY  J N3PECTI0N . 


The  Sanitary  inspector  .reported  visiting  141  premises,  the  discovery 
of  49  defects,  4^  °f  which  were  remedied  after  informal  notification. 

Shops  Acts:  There  are  5V  premises  in  the  district  used  as  shops  and 

all  were  found  to  he  satisfactory  as  regards  sanitary  conveniences f 

-  • 

temperature,  ventilation  and  comfort  of  assistants  where  employed* 

The  cafes  and  Restaurants  were  seen  to  he  clean  and  well  conducted. 

Clubs  and  Licensed  premises  were  also  satisfactory. 

Fish  Fryers;  The  premises  of  the  three  Fish  Fryers  are  clean  and  in 
very  good  order. 

Schools;  The  two  schools  were  satisfactory  as  to  premises  and 
conveniences.  The  water  supply  was  also  satisfactory  when  visited. 

Factories;  There  are  22  premises  registered  under  the  Factory  Act,  19 yj 
including  a  Salt  Vorks  Power  House,  Corn  Mill,  Bakeries,  Garages  and 
Joiners’  Shops. 

House  Drains;  Notices  were  sent  in  respect  of  22  'blocked  drains 
and  these  had  attention  hy  Council’s  Staff  on  payment  hy  the  owners. 

Dust  Bins;  13  Dust  Bins  were  supplied  and  charged  to  the  Owners 
of  propcrtieSc 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  etc;  premises  of  this  description  are  not 
continuously  occupied.  Seven  sites  are  licensed  for  stationing 
van~dwel lings  and  tents  for  the  Summer  season  only.  Byelaws  have 
heen  adopted  for  the  control  of  moveable  dwellings.  Lavatory 

. 

accommodation  is  provided  and  Fyide  ¥o.ter  is  laid  on  to  each  site. 

The  sites  are  well  conducted  and  are  kept  very  clean  and  tidy. 

There  were  three  Temporary  Camps  occupied  by  Scouts  and  Girl  Guides^ 

Each  Camp  was  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  During  the  summer 
period  the  population  of  the  district  is  increased  by  2*$  by  persons 
living  in  the  camps. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS, 

The  Urban  District  is  mainly  agricultural  and  is  well  served  by 
the  Lancashire  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  Services  under  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949® 

Test  baiting  of  the  Sewers  has  proved  negative. 

The  Council’s  Refuse  tips  have  had  constant  attention  during  the  year, 

HOUSING-. 

Nineteen  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year  by  private  enterprise, 

inspection  was  made  of  86  houses  and  all  defects  received  attention 
after  informal  noticeo 

A  classification  of  houses  in  your  area  shows  that  73  are  large 
houses,  3  are  inns,  40  are  farmsteads,  34  are  houses  and  shops, 

454  are  small  modern  houses,  18 5  are  good  older  houses,  18  poor  type

but  habitable,  and  2  are  under  orders  for  demolition. 

There  are  no  back  to  back  houses  in  the  area  nor  are  there  any 

back  to  earth  houses.  All  houses  in  the  area  have  through  ventilation

There  has  been  no  case  of  overcrowding  during  the  year, 

INSPECTION  AND  SUP ERVISION  OP  FOOD, 

The  normal  sampling  of  Milk  and  Foods  is  done  by  the  Officers  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Council,  The  Sanitary  Inspector  accompanies  the 
Official  on  every  occasion  and  aids  in  the  sampling. 

There  are  three  dairies  in  the  district  and  five  dairy  farms.  One 
person  delivering  milk  in  the  district  has  premises  outside  the 
district.  He  delivers  milk  to  the  Schools, 
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Licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations 
are  the  following

Six  persons  are  licensed  for  Retail  distribution  of  Pasteurised  Milk 
under  the  Milk  (Special  designation)  (pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations,  I949* 

The  rest  of  the  farms  in  the  area  produce  milk  which  is  collected 
by  lorries  and  conveyed  to  depots  outside  the  district. 

There  are  no  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  District,  Two  Butchers  Shops 
are  inspected  regularly. 

The  four  Bakehouses  in  the  district  are  satisfactory. 

Pood  premises  are  licensed  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (Rivers 
Board  and  General  Powers)  Act,  I939 ,  under  Sections  11 5  and  11 6. 

Purveyors  of  Ice  Cream  are  registered,, 

Hawkers  are  also  licensed  under  the  above  Act, 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,

The  statistics  for  1557  reflect  the  generally  healthy  state  of  the 
Urban  District,  The  birth  rate  remains  steady,  the  adjusted  rate  for 
both  1956  and  1 9 57  being  SI  per  thousand  of  population.  The  death  rate 
was  down  in  1957;  9° 5  per  thousand  as  compared  with  15“ 2  in  1 9 56 .  The 

average  age  at  death  keeps  high. 

Maternal  and  Infantile  Mortality  rates  were  "nil"  in  both  cases. 

Notifiable  infectious  diseases  has  kept  at  a  low  level.  There  were 
only  twenty  two  such  cases  in  the  twelve  months,  and  of  these  twenty  one 
were  measles. 


The  area  had  its  share  of  the  autumn  influenza  outbreak  but  as  this 
is  not  notifiable,  no  figures  can  be  given.  The  school  age  group  was  one 
of  the  hardest  hit;  but  duration  of  illness  in  most  instances  was' short 
and  the  complication  rate  in  this  epidemic  as  a  whole  was  not  high. 


During  the  year  the  district  shared  with  the  adjacent  parishes  of 
the  Gars  tong  Rural  District,  the  first  Qver-Wyre  visit  of  the  Manchester 
Regional  Hospital  Board’s  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  unit.  Attendances 
were  quite  good.  No  detailed  report  was  to  hand  by  the  close  of  the  year. 


The  general  day  to-day  work  of  the  Health  Department  is 'reported 
under  its  various  sectional  headings  in  the  body  of  the  report.
